in a body to the Dulaney & Watson 
ranch, four miles from Atoka, and 
after meeting with a refusal of their 
demands for the ranchmen to va­ 
cate, assaulted 
Peter Watson, clip­ 
ped and tore down several rods of 
the pasture fence and were arrested 
by Sheriff Phillips, tonight announce 
their intention of driving the ranch­ 
men from their lease tomorrow. Seri­ 
ous trouble is feared and the sher­ 
iff is pi eparing tor an emergency’. 
The action of the 
Indian 
police 
was a result of the failure of the 
ranchmen to vacate their lands after 
having been ordered to do so by 
the police. Dulaney &. Watson occupy 
a lease of 20,000 acres on the se­ 
gregated coal lands of the Choctaw 
nation, 
and 
the 
police 
sought 
to 
eject them under an old treaty which 
they hold makes the ranchmen tres­ 
passers. Indian Agent Mills is not 
in sympathy’ with the police. 
Meeting in Atoka this morning the 


police, all heavily armed rode in a 
body 
to the ranch. A formal 
de­ 
mand for vacation was made and 
the ranchmen ret used the demands. 
Watson attempted to argue with the 
Indians and was assaulted and seri­ 
ously 
injured. 
Dulaney Wurried 
to 
Atoka and notified the sheriff who 
went to the ranch and 
placed 
the 
Indians under arrest. In the mean­ 
time, 
however, 
the 
redskins 
had 
spent an hour in wire cutting and 
5,000 cattle were given their liberty. 
The Indians were brought to Atoka

They Attempt to Remove Ranchmen 


and are Arrested by Sheriff. 


Serious Trouble Probable. 


Atoka, 
Ok., 
Sent, 
3.—Undaunted 


by the failure of today's operations, 
ten Choctaw Indian police, who went 
in a body to the Dulaney & Watson 
ranch, four miles from Atoka, and 
after meeting with a refusal of their 
demands for the ranchmen to va- 
cate, assaulted Peter Watson, clip- 
ped and tore down several rods of 
the pasture fence and were arrested 
by Sheriff Phillips, tonight announce 
their intention of driving the ranch- 
unen from their lease tomorrow. Seri- 
ous trouble is feared and the sher- 
iff Is preparing for an emergency. 


The action of the 
Indian police 


was a result of the failure of the 
ranchmen to vacate their lands after 
having been ordered to do so by 
the police. Dulaney & Watson occupy 
a lease of 20.000 acres on the se- 
gregated coal lands of tbe Choctaw 
nation, 
and 
the police sought 
to 


e.iect them under an old treaty which 
they hold makes the ranchmen tres- 
passers. Indian Agent Mills is not 
in sympathy with the police. 


Meeting in Atoka this morning the 


police, all heavily armed rode in a 
body to the 
ranch. A formal de- 


mand for vacation was made and 
the ranchmen refused the demands. 
Watson attempted to argue with the 
Indians and was assaulted and seri- 
ously 
injured. 
Dulaney hurried 
to 


Atoka and notified the sheriff who 
went to the ranch and placed the 
Indians under arrest. In the mean- 
time, 
however, 
the 
redskins 
had 


spent an-hour in wire cutting and 
5,000 ca'tUe were given their liberty. 


The Indians were brought to Atoka 


and arranged 
before County Judge 


Liriebaugh 
who admitted them to 


bond and fixed the preliminaries for 
September 17. Feeling is high among 
the 
police 
and their sympathizers 


and serious trouble may result to- 
morrow. 


The Dulaney & Watson ranch is 


one of the oldest and largest in 
this section of the state. It embraces 
about. 20,000 acres and is usually 
grazed by 3,000 to 5,000 cattle. 


COT HIS WIFE TO PIECES 


Boston, Sept. 3.—The most, brutal 


crime committed in Greater Boston 
since the death of Susan Geary, a 
chorus girl,

years ago, and 


one much resembling it ill its death, 
was disclosed, tonight by the discov- 
ery of 'the torso of- sVlrs. 'Honorah 
Jordan, an actress, aged 23, of Som- 
erville, in a trunk in a boarding 
house at No. 7 Hancock street, on 
Beacon Hill, this city. Later 
the 


head and bones of the limbs were 
found In the furnace of the Jordan 
home at Somerville and the scalp, 
hair and other remains, were taken 
from the kitchen range of the house. 


Chester Jordan, aged 29 years, an 


actor of Somerville is held by the 
police, 
charged 
with 
the 
murder 


and tonight, according to the 
offi- 


cers, he made a complete confes- 
sion of the crime. 


According to Jordan's confession, 


he accidentally killed his wife Tues- 
day night in a quarrel at their home, 
and, 
becoming desperate over what 


he had done, went out and bought 
a butcher knife and h'acksaw, cut 
up the body and placed the torso in 
a trunk. He then planned to take 
the steamer Harvard last night for 
New York and throw the parts of 
the body overboard. The ,fact that 
the Harvard was laid off owing to 
an accident disarranged his plans 
and he was obliged to hire a hack- 
man to take the trunk to a Boston 
boarding house to await a more fav- 
orable opportunity.
